After reading a report, 
Girls, School and Society, 
compiled by a_- study

The groups, the Vic- 
torian Federation of State 
Schools’ Parent Clubs 
and the Victorian Council 
of School Organisations 
applied to the Schools 
Commission for a grant..

‘who is based at the West- 
ern. Region Education 
Centre in Kingsville 
Street, West Footscray. 
. Rosalie, 31, is closely 
involved with the 
Women’s Movement. 

She realises her job as 
Women’s Issues Consult- 
ant will demand tact and 
caution. 

““You can’t change 
society's attitudes over- 
night,” she said. 

“I see my job as being 
a liaison officer between 
women's issues and par- 
ents, teachers and 
students. 

“Its a consciousness- 
raising job.” 

Rosalie will visit 
schools in the western r 
gion, trying to make par- 
ents, pupils and teachers 
aware of the dis- 
crimination that exists 
and encourage the pro- 
vision of equality of op- 
portunity. 

She will hightight the 
lack of education. op- 
portunities for girls and 
establish reasons for in- 
equalities as seen by the 
community.

She is backed by a 
“reference group” set up
